ordinary sled with sides or runners 14 
inches wide and 6 fect Ginches long. These 
may be placed 5 or 6 feet apart, and secur- 
ed together with two cross pieces only at | 
the back end, leaving the forward part op- | k 
onto the length of 34 or 4 feet; then a 
box is made to nearly fill the width between 
the runners. The box is 4 feet long and 
15 inches deep, with the forward end open. 
To the cross piccos at the bottom of the 
box, at the forward end, teeth of hard wood | 
are secured 80 as to project about 12 inch- 
es; they should be 4 of an inch thick and 
1 inch wide on the top and made a quar- 
ter of an inch narrower or beveling on the 
underside. These tecth are placed three- 
sizteenths of an inch Apart, #0 as to form a 
comb, If the upper side of the teeth y 
capped with hoop-iron, neatly fitted, it 
would be better. This box is hung be- 
tween the sides of the sled upon two gud- 
geons or pins two inches in sieeve) just 
as a cannon is hung in its carriage, With 
two handles, four feet long, secured to the 
box and projecting behind, the box may be 
moved on the pins so as to lower or raise 
the teeth to adapt them to cover any 
height, A man with a horse can strip the 
heads from four or five acres of clover in a 
day with this machine, and collect it in the 
box. With one of these machines a farmer 
can gather as much seed in a day as would | 
be required to seed forty or fifty acres. It 
needs no hulling or cleaning unless it is de- 
signed for market, Some prefer to sow the 
seed in the chaff to that which is cleaned. 


EXPERIMENTS ON SODA AS A MA- 
NURE. 

Sin—In answer to a query of your cor- 
respondent, “Agricola,” respecting the pro- 
perties.of Nitrate of Soda, or Cubic Ni‘re, | 
asa manure, I have to state, the quantity | 
required per acre is 112 to 130 ILs., and the | 
best mode of applying, it is, first to sift all | 
the small from it, and then to crush the 
cubes 80 as to render the whole about the 
same size; this may readily Le accomplish- 
ed by spreading it on a cloth on the barn 
floor, and running a roller over it a few 
times; it may then be sown (broadcast), 
cither alone, or mixed with coal ashes or 
fine mould, in the proportions one-third 
nitre, to two-thirds of the other substance, 
and this will probably ensure its more 
equal distribution over the land. It will 
not be necessary to use either bush or oth- 
er harrow, as it will dissolve in one night, 
nor does the land require any previous pre- 
parations for its reception. 

This applies to all kinds of grain, pas- 
ture, clover, &c., and the period for using it 
is from the middle of March till May, when 
the plant is making its first effort; for tur- 
nips, it is best to drill, or sow it with the 
seed. Tam, &eo. 

A Bucktronam Farmer. 

P. S—A neighbor of mine informs me, 
that on a piece of wheat which was nearly 
destroyed by the wire worm, he tried the 
experiment on one half the field, on which 
part the result was highly successful, whilst 
oe the other part, the crop was entirely 
lost. 


THE RUT 

The Kuta Baga or Swedish Turnip, fur- 
nisles one of the most available sources 
for supplying green food for cattle and 
sheep during the season of foddering, and 
its culture has annually been commented 
upon and commended to the reading of the 
Rural. Importance of root culture, both 
As a means of supporting a greater stock 
of animals, and in the increase of manure 
thus supplied, is well understood in Euro- 
pean husbandry; but no very general at- 
tention has been paid to it in this country. 
Itis true that many farmcrs grow them

their regular rotation, or accounted matter 
of that importance which it really deserves 
to be. The ruta baga may be sown any 
time duringthe month of July,butthe earlier 
art of the month is, in medium seasons, to 
be preferred. Many recommend sowing 
them as early as the 20th of June, but this 
year we think later sowing will do as well 
if not better. The best turnips are those 
that grow rapidly from the commencement, 
if backward weather occurs in the earlier 
stages of their growth, its influence seems 
to mark the root for life. A rich and mel- 
low soil is required for turnips, they delight 
in deep, sandy moulds, and new pron 
grass-swards or clover leys are well suited 
to their production. Liberally manured 
and carefully and cleanly cultivated, such 
soils will produce h.avy crops. From 800 
to 1000 bushels per acre have often been 
raised in favourable seasons,—Rural Vew 
Yorker.
